TRAFFICKING MARIJUANA, 100 POUNDS OR MORE (BY CONSPIRACY)

ALVINO BREVARD (A/K/A "AMP BANKS", "BANKS"), VAN BUREN FORE, IV (A/K/A

"MIGO"), COREY KIMANI SANDERS, JASON TRAMAINE SPANN (A/K/A "BINKY"),

CALVIN WILLIAM ROCKMORE (A/K/A "BEAR"), ROSCOE HOLMES, III (A/K/A

"SCOE"), DEREK JOSEPH BENDERS, (A/K/A "D BLACK"), CEDRIC MONTRELL WARD,

(A/K/A "NAE NAE"), and other persons both known and unknown to the Grand Jury, did in

Lexington County, from May of 2014, through March 2017, knowingly possess (actually or

constructively), sell, manufacture, deliver, purchase, or bring into this State, or provide financial

assistance or otherwise aid, abet, attempt, or conspire to possess (actually or constructively), sell,

manufacture, deliver, purchase, or bring into this State, One Hundred (100) pounds or more of

marijuana, a controlled substance under the provisions of § 44-53-110, et. seq., Code of Laws of

South Carolina (1976), as amended, to wit: While part of or associated with the group known as

Paid Family, the above-named individuals conspired to and did traffic marijuana into Lexington

County, primarily through the Columbia Airport.

All in violation of Section 44-53-370 of the South Carolina Code, and such conduct not

having been authorized by law; and such conduct involving and arising out of and in connection
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with a crime involving narcotics, dangerous drugs, or controlled substances, and such crime being

of a multi-county nature and having transpired and having significance in more than one county of

this State; and such conduct involving criminal gang activity or a pattern of criminal gang activity.

Against the peace and dignity of the State and contrary to the statute in such case made and

provided.
